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DETAILED ACTION 



Priority 

1 . Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an application 
filed in Canada on March 24, 2003. It is noted, however, that applicant has not filed a certified 
copy of the 2,423,148 application as required by 35 U.S.C. 1 19(b). 



Specification 

2. The abstract should be within the range of 50 to 1 50 words. It is important that the 
abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer 
tape used by the printer is limited. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Smith et al 

(US 6,850,843). 

As per claim 1, Smith teaches an apparatus for recording GPS coordinates of 
components, the apparatus comprises: a portable controller having a memory (col.6, line 67, 
col. 7, lines 1-5); a GPS coordinate device dynamically providing GPS coordinates to the 
controller (col.7, lines 46-47, lines 67-68); a display displaying the coordinates of global position 
coordinates (col. 11, lines 60-67); a utility identifier database (col. 16, lines 52^60); an input 
device for selecting the symbol fi-om the utility identifier database, the controller places the 
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selected symbol on the GPS coordinates and stores the symbol with the GPS coordinates in 
memory for subsequent recall (col.lO, lines 54-67; coll 1, lines 1-10). Smith does not explicitly 
disclose displaying a scrolling grid. However, Smith suggests superimposing coordinate grid 
lines (col. 17, lines 53-58), further, allowing rolling of the grid lines for viewing objects that is 
not fitted in the screen would have been well known. It would have been obvious to a person of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to include well known scrolling 
feature to the grid lines taught by Smith in order to facilitate viewing objects that are not fitted in 
the small display screen. 

As per claim 2-3, superimposing a coordinate grid over a map with road infrastructure 
would have been well known.
